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Election Slates For Tuesday 
Firing, Women 
Candidates, Sales Tax Issue Fuel Vote Controversies 


Highlighting Tuesday's general elections in the area are a controversy over a Portageville 
resident who he charges, was fired from his job because he filed as a candidate for m ayor, four 
women running for board of aldermen in Vanduser, and the opposition of m erchants in 
Portageville to a proposed one per cent city sales tax. The sales tax vote is the first in the area 
since this levy was legalized for cities.

PORTAGEVILLE 


Ward tw o alderman W ilburn DeHousse was dismissed from his job at Federal Com press and 
Warehouse Monday because he refused to withdraw as a candidate for m ayor, DeRoussc 
charged. 
DeRoussc's em ployer, Sam Ashby Jr., and B. B. McCaa, regional manager of Federal 
Compress, both refused com m ent. 
DeRousse reported the only explanation given to him is the Memphis office inform ed him it 
had received letters and phone calls about his candidacy. 
Three candidates seeking the office of m ayor being vacated by Karl Walker. They are Roy 
Moore, J. L. Blanchard, and DeRousse. 
Chief of Police Joe M«>ore is opposed for re-election by Vester Robinson. 
Lewis H oxw orth filed for ward one alderm an against Jam es J. Young, seeking re-election. 
Three candidates for ward two alderm an, being vacated by DeRousee, are Lindell Hoggard, 
Donald Rone, Jr., and Bill Robinson. 
Mrs. Mary Ann Long, seeking her fourth term as collector, is unopposed. 
Also on the ballot is a proposed one per cent city sales tax. 
The m erchants contend a city sales tax would drive business out of Portageville and many 
m erchants, who operate businesses in the city, w on’t be able to vote on the issue because they 
live in the country.

*70 Billion of Superways

Transit authorities are pressing ahead with work on a vast $7()-billion highway system they 
hop«* to have com pleted by 1978, enabling m otorists to drive over unbroken roads from coast 
to coast. 
Primed by an additional grant of $9.7 billion recently approved by President Nixon, the 
farflung netw ork of roads and superways is expected to run 42,500 miles over th<* length and 
breadth of the United States. 
The bill authorizing the added $9.7 billion creates for the first time an urban highways 
system designed to ease traffic congestion in m etropolitan areas. 
The measure calls for construction of express bus lanes between fringe parking areas and 
dow ntow n business centers. 
The highway beautification program would be kept alive for one more year under the bill. 
But it creates a study com m ission to recom m end its future course. 
The bill also continues the highway safety program for tw o years and creates a National 
Highway Institute to train state and federal highway officials. 
Costs o f the super highway system have soared to nearly twice the am ount forecast when it 
was begun 14 years ago. Thy Federal Highway A dm inistration, bom barded with com plaints 
about ecological interference and urban uph«*aval, defends its vast interstate syst«*m with pride. 
"People take them for granted, but these highways are really a godsend," said one top 
official. 
They are also a costly undertaking. However, the interstate system already is priced at 
nearly three times the $25 billion it took to put men on the m oon, and inflation and delays 
keep driving the costs higher. 
_ 
A mile o f urban expressway now costs an averag«’ of $5 m illion, but it is not unusual to find 
sections costing $10 m illion or even $20 m illion a year. 
H ardest hit by the m ounting costs are the overpasses and elevated expressways that abound 
in big cities. The 
cost of such structures has soared five tim es as rapidly as the price of 
pavem ent. 
It will be at least seven years before autoists can drive over superways that stretch unbroken 
from coast to coast.

Sikeston voters go to the polls 
choose three city councilmen and 
board members. 
March 23 primary voting narrowed a field oi 
13 candidates to six in the council race. These six 
are seeking three open seats on the council. 
Voting for two full terms on the council was 
close in the primary with less than 60 votes 
separating the first four candidates. 
Chuck Grant led all vote getters with 574. 
Grant, an incumbent, is seeking his second term 
on the council. Mayor Taylor Noles followed with 
538. Former Councilman Don Fulton gathered 
512 votes while newcomer Dr. Howard Johnson, a 
dentist, finished with 516. 
Fulton and Grant opposed each other in last 
year’s general election for a one-year seat.

Liquor Sales Drying Up in County 


Pros«*cuting A ttorney Tom Gilmore said today that 
apparently illegal liqueur by the drink sales in 12 county 
establishm ents ar«1 ending and that serving ot drinks is 
"getting in lint* with the law .” 
In a handout issued this m orning Gilmore said that his 
office had reviewed the activities of the establishm ents and 
found they had "cooperated in seeking ways to insure that 
their activities art* legal.” 
A liquor warning letter Gilm ore was mailed early in 
March urging com pliance w ith the law to the Country Club, 
Eagles Club, Moose Club, and the American Legion, all in 
Sikeston; the Missourian Club, the Com m unity Club, the 
Sunset Im provem ent Club, Wiggins Place, Bt'rry’s Cafe, and 
Y arber’s Place, all in Sikeston’s Sunset A ddition; Morley 
VFW and Chaffee Elks Lodge. 
The letter cited exam ples of law violations within the 


clubs and set an April 1 deadline for com pliance. 
"A lot of work rem ains to be done, but we will give 
anyone making a good faith effort a chance to get in line 
with the law ," Gilmore said. 
"O ur goal is to have all liquor service licensed so it can 
be adequately supervised and controlled. 
“ A num ber of the groups contacted are actively working 
on getting appropriate licenses. This would be a very 
welcomed im provem ent from a law enforcem ent point of 
view because we find that the licensing and supervision of 
liquor service usually results in less drunken driving, less 
dom estic problem s related to excessive use of liquor, less 
brawling and assault and in general a more peaceful 
com m unity.” 
Gilm ore said that the clubs will be checked again April 
t 5, before he decides what action should b«* taken.

The First Amendment to the Constitution declares 
that 
“Congress 
shall 
make 
no 
law 
respecting 
an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press, or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, 
and to petition the Government for a redress of 
grievances.” 
The applicable sentence in the Fifth Amendment 
simply says that no person shall be “deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of law.” 
Contrary to the ACLU attack the record shows that 
Congress passed the Corrupt Practices Act - (or Hatch 
Act) specifically in order to protect the Constitutional 
rights of government workers and/or those receiving 
government funds (such as welfare, etc.). Under the law, 
therefore, federal employees are 
permitted surprising 
lattitude in political activity. 
Federal employees have a nght to vote as they choose, 
and in fact are encouraged to vote by being given up to a 
full day off, with pay, to register and to vote. 
All federal employees are given the right to express 
opinions openly on all political subjects and candidates; 
they 
may 
voluntarily 
contribute 
to 
any 
political 
campaign or organization; they may display a political 
sticker on 
their 
private 
automobiles 
(but not on 
government vehicles); they may wear a political badge or 
button; they may petition Congress or any member of 
Congress 
(for 
example, 
they 
may 
write 
to 
their 
Congressman and tell him how they think he should vote 
on 
any 
issue); 
they 
may sign petitions, including 
nominating petitions; they may attend political rallies 
and join political clubs; they may accept appointment to 
such positions as members of boards of education, school 
committees, and boards of public libraries — providing, of 
course, that such holding of local offices will not conflict 
or interfere with his or her Federal duties. 
The Hatch Act goes even further; federal employees 
may even run for office in local elections, provided only 
that 
the 
election 
is 
nonpartisan 
in 
which 
party 
designation, 
nomination 
and 
sponsorship 
is absent. 
Certain 
commonsense 
rules 
apply, of 
course. 
For 
example, if a federal worker should run for Mayor of a 
town, or some other office which would require most of 
his time, he would have to resign one job or the other. He 
is expected to render a full days work for a full days pay, 
and must, therefore have the approval of his department 
superior insofar as running for or holding elected political 
positions. 
There are, of course, important prohibitions under the 
Hatch Act; but those restrictions seek to protect, and not 
destroy, the political rights of government workers.

which have quasi-legislative powers. 
As one cynical lawmaker commented to a small select 
group, 
the purpose of all legislation was to take 
something away from one group of persons and give it to 
somebody else.

When people complain about taxes, the response 
from every lawmaker and every public employe is that 
taxes art' high “because of the services demanded by the 
people.” 
But it is seldom, if ever, that it is the people who 
demand more services. The demand comes from the 
government agency.

OUR LAWMAKERS 
In our states, 6,398 legislators were elected in 1970. 
As with Congress, most legislators, however dedicated 
they may be, soon become captives and the errand boys 
for our massive bureaucracy. A substantial portion of the 
legislation which will be considered is prepared by the 
agencies of government to serve their ne€»ds as they see 
them. Before the legislative session ever begins, key 
members of the legislative committees have been in touch 
informally with the government agencies and have 
reached some understanding as to the legislative proposals 
which will be brought before the committee. The 
individual legislators attempt to explore the probable 
impact of proposed legislation with certain members of 
their constituency in advance of committee hearings. 
If a lawmaker encounters a strong negative reaction 
from

constituency, the proposed legislation will never get out 
of the committee and will never be heard. 
On th«* other hand, if the legislation is strongly 
favored by pressure groups which has come to terms with 
the government ag«*ncy, committ«*? hearing will be 
scheduled promptly and interested persons notified of 
the time and place of hearings.

$70 Billion of Superways 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Transit authorities are pressing ahead with work on a vast $70-billion highway system they 
hop«' to have com pleted by 1978, enabling m otorists to drive over unbroken roads from coast 
to coast. 
Primed by an additional grant of $9.7 billion recently approved by President Nixon, the 
farflung netw ork o f roads and superways is expected to run 42,500 miles over the length and 
breadth of the United States. 
The bill authorizing the added $9.7 billion creates for the first time an urban highways 
system designed to ease traffic congestion in m etropolitan areas. 
The measure calls for construction of express bus lanes between fringe parking areas and 
dow ntow n business centers. 
The highway beautification program would be kept alive for one more year under the bill. 
But it creates a study com mission to recom m end its future course. 
The bill also continues the highway safety program for tw o years and creates a National 
Highway Institute to train state and federal highway officials. 
Costs o f the super highway system have soared to nearly twice the am ount forecast when it 
was begun 14 years ago. Thy Federal Highway A dm inistration, bom barded with com plaints 
about ecological interference and urban upheaval, defends its vast interstate system with pride. 
“ People take them for granted, but these highways are really a godsend,” said one top 
official. 
They are also a costly undertaking. However, the interstate system already is priced at 
nearly three tim es the $25 billion it took to put men on the m oon, and inflation and delays 
keep driving the costs higher. 
A mile o f urban expressway now costs an average of $5 million, but it is not unusual to find 
sections costing $10 million or even $20 million a year. 
Hardest hit by the m ounting costs are the overpasses and elevated expressways that abound 
in big cities. The cost of such structures has soared five tim es as rapidly as the price of 
pavement. 
It will be at least seven years before autoists can drive over s u p e r w a y s that stretch unbroken 
from coast to coast. 


Mrs. R. A P. Johnson, candidate, said the main reason the women have filed is because they 
would like to see the town cleaner. It’s the first time so many women have filed for aldermen in 
Vanduxcr in one year. 
The last tim e a woman filed for a position in Vanduser was eight years ago. She was 
defeated.

PROTECTING POLITICAL RIGHTS 
In 
its 
law 
suit 
filed 
against 
the 
G vil Service 
Commission and the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare in the U. S. District Court, Washington, D. C., the 
American Civil Liberties Union alleges that the Hatch Act 
“violates 
the 
1st 
and 
5 th 
Amendments 
to 
the 
C onstitution.“ 
But is the ACLU charge true? It t>ehooves grass-roots 
Americans 
and 
hom e-town 
voters 
to 
consider 
the 
consequences should the Hatch Act be abolished, legally 
or otherwise. 
The First Amendment to the Constitution declares 
that 
“Congress 
shall 
make 
no 
law 
respecting 
an 
establishment o f religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or o f the 
press, or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, 
and to 
petition 
the Government 
for a redress of 
grievances.” 
The applicable sentence in the Fifth Amendment 
simply says that no person shall be “deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process o f law." 
Contrary to the ACLU attack the record shows that 
Congress passed the Corrupt Practices Act - (or Hatch 
Act) specifically in order to protect the Constitutional 
rights o f government workers and/or those receiving 
government funds (such as welfare, etc.). Under the law, 
therefore, federal em ployees are 
per nutted surprising 
lattitude in political activity. 
Federal em ployees have a nght to vote as they choose, 
and in fact are encouraged to vote by being given up to a 
full day off, with pay, to register and to vote. 
All federal em ployees are given the right to express 
opinions openly on all political subjects and candidates; 
they 
may 
voluntarily 
contribute 
to 
any 
political 
campaign or organization; they may display a political 
sticker 
on 
their 
private 
autom obiles 
(but not on 
government vehicles); they may wear a political badge or 
button; they may petition Congress or any member of 
Congress 
(for 
exam ple, 
they 
may 
write 
to 
their 
Congressman and tell him how they think he should vote 
on 
any 
issue); 
they 
may sign 
petitions, 
including 
nominating petitions; they may attend political rallies 
and join political clubs; they may accept appointm ent to 
such positions as members o f boards of education, school 
com m ittees, and boards of public libraries — providing, of 
course, that such holding of local offices will not conflict 
or interfere with his or her Federal duties. 
The Hatch Act goes even further; federal em ployees 
may even run for office in local elections, provided only 
that 
the 
election 
is 
nonpartisan 
in 
which 
party 
designation, 
nomination 
and 
sponsorship 
is absent. 
Certain 
commonsense 
rules 
apply, 
of 
course.

exam ple, if a federal worker should run for Mayor of a 
tow n, or some other office which would require most of 
his tim e, he would have to resign one job or the other.

There are, of course, important prohibitions under the 
Hatch Act; but those restrictions seek to protect, and not 
destroy, the political rights of government workers.

OUR LAWMAKERS 
In our states, 6,398 legislators were elected in 1970. 
As with Congress, m ost legislators, however dedicated 
they may be, soon become captives and the errand boys 
for our massive bureaucracy. A substantial portion of the 
legislation which will be considered is prepared by the 
agencies of government to serve their needs as they see 
them. Before the legislative session ever begins, key 
members of the legislative com m ittees have been in touch 
informally 
with 
the 
governm ent 
agencies 
and 
have 
reached some understanding as to the legislative proposals 
which 
will be 
brought 
before 
the com m ittee. The 
individual legislators attem pt to explore the probable 
impact of proposed legislation with certain members of 
their constituency in advance of com m ittee hearings. 
If a lawmaker encounters a strong negative reaction 
from 
what 
he 
believes 
is 
representative 
of 
his 
constituency, the proposed legislation will never get out 
of the com m ittee and will never be heard. 
On the other hand, if the legislation is strongly 
favored by pressure groups which has com e to terms with 
the government agency, com m ittee 
hearing 
will 1m* 
scheduled promptly and interested persons notified of 
the time and place of hearings. It is at tins point that 
both 
good 
and 
bad 
legislation 
heads 
for 
passage 
frequently without the knowledge of the general public 
and som etim es, if the 
lawmakers 
fail 
to do their 
homework, without an awareness on the part of memliers 
of the legislature. 
If a lawmaker who is on the floor and in the 
com m ittee rooms cannot keep track of all the legislation 
in Uie hopper, it is understandable that the general public 
will have only a limited acquaintance with the vast 
amount of legislation in the hopper, some of which will 
be enacted into law 
This is true m spite of the coverage 
of activities of legislative bodies by the press, radio and 
television news reporters. 
The businessman, the farmer, the wage earner, the 
government 
em ploye 
and 
the person on retirement 
income ait* confronted with the necessity of following 


the activities of not just the legislature and the Congress, 
but also the legislative activities of city com m issions, 
county commissions, and other governmental entities 
which have quasi legislative powers. 
As one cynical lawmaker com m ented to a small select 
group, 
the purpose o f all legislation 
was to 
take 
something away from one group of persons and give it to 
som ebody else. 
Most of the “taking” is in the form of taxes. 
When people complain about taxes, the response 
from every lawmaker and every public em ploye is that 
taxes am high "because o f the services demanded by the 
people.” 
But it is seldom, if ever, that it is the people who 
demand more services. The demand com es from the 
government agency.
